In the current climate of 
government restraint, some uni- 
versity administrators have in- 
creased their calls for large in- 
creases in tuition fees. One pro- 
posal receiving some attention is 
the "study now - pay later" scheme 
: income-contingent payments 
for education costs. The idea 
was mentioned favorably - along 
with dramatic tuition hikes - by 
Stuart Smith in the Commission 
of Inquiry in Canadian University 
Edu cation. The Ontario Ministry 
of Colleges and Universities (MCU) 
is studying some income contin- 
gency models, and the council of 
Ontario Universities is actively 
promoting the Idea (The Student 
unions ofWestem, Queens, Brock 
andUofT). 

Income-contingency mod- 
els have many variables, but a 
common theme is that educational 
costs would be paid by the stu- 
dents after completing their edu- 
cation, based on percentage of 
income. 

Most versions now being 
touted by university administra- 
tors include a major increase in 
educational costs for students, 
either to supplement or replace 
funding from public tax revenues. 
These versions call for phasing 
out of student grants or dramatic 
increases in tuition. (It's already 
happened.) 

University of Toronto pro- 
fessor David Stager has been ad- 
vocating one 
model of income - 
contingent re- 
payment. His 
proposal would 
shift the burden 
of post-second- 
ary education 
funding to the 
students; he has 
called for tuition 
increases of at 
least $1,000 per 
year. Stager sug- 
gests that tuition 
fees be debited to 
a student loan 
account, to 
which inflation- 
level interest 
would also be 
charged. The 
amount would 
be repayable af- 
ter graduates 
reached the av- 
erage gross in- 
come in the la- 
bour force (cur- 
rently about 
$30,000). He 
suggests then 
2% of taxable in- 
come would be 
charged, 
through the in- 
come tax system,

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to the loan outstanding. At higher 
incomes the charge would be 3%. 
Stager suggests a 20 year maxi- 
mum repayment period, after 
which the outstanding debt would 
be cancelled. This sounds great to 
the Provincial Government, but it 
has detrimental effects for future 
students. 

Most current proposals for 
income contingency only deal with 
tuition fees, presumably leaving 
the current student aid system In 
place to assist with other educa- 
tional and living costs. With 52% 
of Lauren tian's full time students 
on OSAP we know the current 
system in insufficient and grants 
should be increased, not removed. 
In fact, most students live below 
the national poverty line since 
OSAP presently doesn't cover near 
the amount of todays costs, yet 
the most basic welfare system is 
more sufficient. 

Income-contingency 
schemes attempt to make in- 
creased education user fees more 
palatable by postponing the pay- 
ment period. Once the principle of 
shifting the burden of education 
financing to students has been 
established, It will be hard to pre- 
dict where it will end. It is safe to 
predict that recurring government 
restraint and constant lobbying 
from university administrators for 
higher tuition fees will not stop, 
ensuring we have tuition hikes. In 
fact, Laurentian is being consid- 
ered as a test site for Income- 
Contingent Loan Repayment Pro- 
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gram's implementation. (The Lau- 
rentian experience, no doubt!) 

Although the plans could 
initially Implement a modest shift 
away from public funding of uni- 
versities, future governments 
could use the same tool in more 
dramatic ways. 

Many students are already 
graduating with debt-loads rang- 
ing from $15,000 to $23,000, re- 
quiring repayments of up to 15% 
of their starting salaries. Any shift 
to Increase user- fees or decrease 
grant assistance would only add 
to onerous debt-loads. (Grants 
have already been abolished and 
tuition is going up 7% next year.) 
Though repayments would be 
geared to income, the govern- 
ment's urge to contain program 
costs would dictate the variables 
for repayment rates. 

There is no guarantee that 
universities would end up any 
better funded, but the source of 
funds would shift from public 
funds to student fees. Given con- 
tinued government emphasis on 
deficit reduction, it is predictable 
that public funding of universities 
would decrease proportionally to 
match increases in user fees by 
the students. 

Governments to date have 
been unconvinced by universities' 
pleas for additional funding. The 
NDP government in particular 
should refer to their own party 
principles of "Zero Tuition" and 
"Accessibility to Education" to 
mention just a few. Perhaps, even 
refer to the 
BNA Act 
where it 
states that 
education is 
a right; if 
they can 
read! I urge 
all of you to 
voice your 
opinions to 
your MPPs 
and urge 
them to vote 
down the 
implemen- 
tation of In- 
come-Con- 
t i n g e n c y 
Loan Repay- 
ment plans 
in the legis- 
lature. Ifyou 
require the 
names of 
your MPPs

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Laurentian Selected for Mid-Wife Program

Three Ontario universities 
have been selected to offer the 
baccalaureate program in Mid- 
wifery. Laurentian, McMasterand 
Ryerson Polytechnlcal Institute 
will offer a four year program to 
students beginning in Septem- 
ber, 1993. 

The program consists of 
three eleven month sessions, dur- 
ing which time students are in- 



structed in basic sciences, social 
sciences health sciences and wom- 
en's studies. The curriculum is 
common to all three schools, but 
only Laurentian is responsible for 
the development of a French pro- 
gram Approximately half of the 
course takes place in a clinical 
setting where students can apply 
their knowledge and gain valu- 
able experience. 

Admission for next year is 
limited to twelve students. Stu- 



dents who lack the academic back- 
ground but have applicable expe- 
rience will also be eligible. 

The midwifery program is 
new to Ontario and is expected by 
Richard Allen, Colleges and Uni- 
versities Minister, to be "a model 
for other provinces to follow."

With more than 40,000 Cana- 
dians dying each year from strokes, 
the Heart and Stroke Foundation is 
preparing to launch its annual cam- 
paign. The Heart and Stoke Founda- 
tion urges people to be aware of the 
symptoms and causes of strokes. Al- 
though strokes are the third leading 
cause of death in Canada at present, 
over the past 30 years the death rate 
from strokes as dropped by 50%. 

A stroke may occur when 
blood clots, that form in the veins, 
travel to the brain, and interrupts the 
supply of oxygen to the nerve cells in 
that area. The result is that the cells in 
the brain die, with their death their 
function is also destroyed, leaving 
the parts of the body they control 
paralyzed and non-functioning. In 
addition, a rupture and bleeding from 
a vessel that supplies blood to the 
brain may also cause a stroke. 
Some of the symptoms of a stroke are 
as follows: 

1 . Sudden weakness of numb- 
ness and/or tingling of the face, arm 
or leg. 

2. Sudden trouble speaking or 
understanding speech. 

3. Sudden lose of vision, par- 
ticularly in one eye, or double vision. 

4. Sudden severe, unusual 
headache. 

A full stroke, is not the only 
type of stroke, in approximately 10% 
of strokes there occurs a 'temporary

stroke* where the same symptoms 
are observed but they only persist for 
24 hours. This is only a warning and 
needs further medical attention. 

"Over the past several years, 
the volunteers of the Foundation have 
been gratified to see a steady decline 
in the number of deaths due to heart 
disease and stroke," states Dr. John 
Kelton, Volunteer Vice-President of 
Research, Heart and Stroke Founda- 
tion of Ontario. 

There are certain controllable 
factors that contribute to an increase 
in the chance of having a stroke; high 
blood pressure, heart disease, ciga- 
rette smoking, obesity, excessive al- 
cohol consumption, physical inactiv- 
ity, and, high blood cholesterol being 
the major contributors to stroke. 

These factors all increase the 
chance of having a stroke but they all 
revolve around the lifestyle one leads.. 
It is important to note that a stroke 
may occur at any age, but it is more 
common in older adults. Every 
year the Heart and Stroke foundation 
develops a nationwide campaign in 
February to help Canadians learn 
how they can reduce their risk of 
heart disease and stroke. Last year 
alone Cardiovascu lar disease cost Ca- 
nadians $17 billion in medical care, 
lost wages, and disability payments. 

The Heart and Stroke Foun- 
dation is volunteer-driven registered 
charity raising funds for research and 
education to reduce premature death 
from heart disease and stroke. X

To understand where Na- 
tive people are today, we have to 
go back to history. 

Aboriginal history, since the 
invasion of the Europeans, has 
been one of conquest, exploita- 
tion, discrimination and dispos- 
session. It is the Indian Act that is 
the problem which leads to the 
institutionalization of Native peo- 
ple. This kind of legislation leads 
to the disproportionate statistics 
encountered by Native people lead- 
ing to hopelessness, alcoholism, 
marital breakup, incarceration 
and shorter life span. 

The Indian Act and the In- 
dian treaties are not two sides of 
the same coin. Whereas the In- 
dian Act is a comprehensive 
mechanism of social control, it

defines the relationship between 
Indians and Canadian society. The 
treaties provide a limited form of 
protection. 

The institutionalization and 
racially discriminatory adminis- 
tration and legislation insured the 
powerlessness of Canada's abo- 
riginal population. 

This powerlessness 

through the Indian Act was used 
by white "Indian agents" or super- 
intendents as a justification to 
exploit the indigenous population 
in Canada. The Indian Act, with 
some minor adjustments, has 
basically not changed since its 
incorporation in 1867. Indians 
were not consulted in legislation 
that was to affect their lives. 

The colonialistic and ra- 
cially superior attitude of the Eu- 
ropeans was justified by saying, 



"We had to civilize the savages* 
Colonialism created a dependency 
and control for the purpose of 
removing the resources and its 
original inhabitants from Its land 
base. Government, through acts 
and treaties of Parliament, have 
replaced native rights by putting 
policies into place that rape the 
land of animals and fish, depriv- 
ing Native people of traditional 
hunting and fishing. 

The health system, the edu- 
cational system and the mission- 
aries have contributed to native 
subordination within Canadian 
society by removing Native fami- 
lies from their communities for 
extended periods of timefi.e. resi- 
dential schools or hospitals some- 
times miles away) without justifi- 
cation. Many returned alienated 
from their families and cultural 



environment. 

As former Assembly of First 
Nations president, David, points 
out, "it was unknown among First 
Nations that one nation could by 
force deprive another nation of its 
right for self -determination and 
to sufficient lands and resources 
to maintain the lives of its people. 
In intertribal warfare victorious 
tribes did not colonize defeated 
tribes the way Europeans did be- 
cause the idea of territoriality was 
not a priority among them. The 
European- Western concept of sov- 
ereignty was based on authority 
with boundaries, whereas the In- 
dian concept of nationhood was 
based on social community." 

The federal and provincial 
governments have two alterna- 
tives. They can continue with its 
much despised assimilation poli- 



cies or It can have a policy of self- 
determination with the Indian 
nations. The federal government 
has a moral and legal obligation to 
deal justly and humanely with its 
aboriginal population because of 
the treaties. Until this happens 
Indians, on and off reserves, will 
continue to live in apartheid-like 
conditions. 

Although the 

Charlottetown Accord is now past, 
the situation Native people are in 
is not past. The answer lies in self 
determination. 

Ovide Mercredi, president 
of the Assembly of First Nations 
who represent Canada's 500,000 
status Indians, would make a wise 
move to make the Native situation 
an election issue. He's only trying 
to save lives.

Make 
no mistake, though it's called a 
fair, the firms attending mean 
business. 

Being enthusiastic, well- 
groomed, and businesslike are all 
assets. But in these tough times, 
they may not be enough. Be In- 
formed about industries or firms 
you are targeting-do preliminary 
research at your career placement 
office or library. Also, make an 
effort to talk briefly, and one-on- 
one, to the senior person at the 
booth. He or she can be influential 
when the firm is choosing candi- 
dates to interview. If the firms you 
wish to meet do not attend try to 
make another contact another 
way. 

Research done at the ca- 
reer fair and from other sources 
wiU help you tailor your resume to 
the needs of your target employ- 
ers. You'll be able to determine. 



for example, which ones value 
communications skills, computer 
skills, languages, technical back- 
ground, presentation skills, or 
entrepreneurial initiative. Your 
resume should also include infor- 
mation about outside activities; 
such as clubs, sports, work on 
campus newspapers, and part- 
time jobs. A student who can suc- 
cessfully balance these and do 
well academically shows good or- 
ganizational and time manage- 
ment skills, as well as energy and 
intelligence. 

All employers value leader- 
ship qualities. It will work in your 
favour if you have been elected 
into positions, organized groups, 
chaired meetings, or dealt with 
people outside the student body. 

With your resume submit- 
ted to various employers, begin to 
prepare for interviews. Many cam- 
pus placement centers offer inter- 
view workshops. To gain experi- 
ence, consider volunteering for 
mock interview sessions. 



When it comes time foryour 
real interviews, remember how you 
say things can be as important as 
what you say. Be positive-if you 
had a patch of poor performance 
during school, take responsibil- 
ity, don't blame others. Be con- 
cise. Read the body language of 
your Interviewer. If she checks 
her watch or shuffles notes. youVe 
lost her-move on. Be yourself. If 
you don't hear from the firm within 
a reasonable amount of time, fol- 
low up. This shows initiative. 

And remember, if all else 
fails, sometimes a unique ap- 
proach works-like the student who 
advertised on a downtown bill- 
board to get a marketing job. and 
succeeded.

The first week of February, 
1993 (1 to 7) is International De- 
velopment Week (IDW). The ob- 
jective of IDW is to make Canadi- 
ans aware of how interdependent 
our world is and how, working 
together, we can help people in 
developing countries. 

There is no such thing as a 
'model* developing country. At one 
end there are the least developed 
and poorest countries which are 
mostly located in Africa and on 
the other end there are the emerg- 
ing, economic powers of Asia. Each 
country requires different aid. 

More than 3/4 of the earth's 
population live in over 1 50 devel- 
oping countries. In the next dec- 
ade, the world's population will 
grow an average of 97 million per- 
sons per annum. Over half will be 
in Africa and Asia. 

Developing countries ac- 
count for: 

-2/3 of the world popula- 
tion in 1950 

-3/4 in 1985 

-an expected 4/5 by 2000 
and 

-5/6 by 2025 

At the current rate of ex- 
pansion, the world's population 



will double in 40 years, the third 
world urban population will dou- 
ble in 15. 

There are many organiza- 
tions from Canada that work with 
organizations and governments in 
these countries that help deal with 
areas such as health care, water 
management, land management, 
etc. 

The IDW has helped in 
many ways. More than 80% of the 
children in the world have been 
immunized against diseases, and 
more people at this time have 
access to safe water and sanita- 
tion than any other time in his- 
tory. More people are living longer 
lives, food production has tripled 
and more than half of the popula- 
tion of the world is literate. In 
most developing countries, it took 
only 30 years to achieve goals it 
took the industrialized world to 
achieve in 100 years. IDW is an 
opportunity to help support the 
partnership between Canada and 
the developing Nations.

Talking With Coach Ennis of the Women's Basketball Team

I met with Head Coach Peter 
Ennis on Friday, January 8 to 
discuss with him just where the 
women's basketball team had been 
and just where he thought it was 
going. Despite being the first in- 
terview of my journalistic career 
(my nerves were shot all to hell) I 
ended up with a great one thanks 
to his enthusiasm for the team 
and his ability to talk sense. 

At the time, Laurentian had 
just returned from a disappoint- 
ing tournament in Winnipeg where 
they lost their second game to U of 
T by two points. The Vees came 
back to win their third game and 
take third place in the tourna- 
ment, but their hope for a re- 
match against Winnipeg never 
materialized. The loss was weigh-

ing heavily on Coach Ennis' mind 
as we talked. 

"After we lost to Concordia, to 
Winnipeg that is, we kind of geared 
the mid-part of the season to that 
goal— getting back to Winnipeg. 
That was the only reason I took 
the tournament, last to Winnipeg. 
That was the only reason I took 
the tournament last year, was to 
make sure we played them a cou- 
ple of times. We wanted to play for 
first place, and that was the whole 
point of going/ 

Instead, the Vees ended up 
dropping from their second place 
CIAU ranking. On Laurentian's 
play during the tournament, Ennis 
said," We weren't playing well, 
even the first game against Sas- 
katchewan we didn't play well. We 
weren't sharp. We were much bet- 
ter than they were but we had to 



work too hard, I thought, to beat 
them by twenty points. We should 
have beat them easier." 

One of the factors that may 
have contributed to the Vees* up- 
sets at Concordia and Winnipeg 
was the loss of Nana Robinson to 
a recurring shoulder injury that 
eventually required surgery. 

"She made such an impact on 
us quickly because she's prob- 
ably one of the premier post play- 
ers in the country, even at six feet. 
She's such an intense physical 
person, but she was making a big 
contribution to us because she 
was shooting the ball so well... 
When she was lost to us, we lost 
20 points easily, and maybe eight 
to ten rebounds a game, plus the 
physical presence. So I think it is 
an adjustment we're still trying to 
make. WeVe got to make it pretty 
soon." 

About the upsets: "Now it's 
kind of dumb: when you think 
about it, we're talking about a 
team here that's lost two games by 
basically one or two points! But 
that's our problem. Our dilemma 
is that we're so good, that, any- 
thing but the best causes us a 
problem. Everyone else is used to 
losing a game or two a year. It's 
not very often we lose two games 
a year." 

Peter had a few concerns 
about the basketball game the 
Lady Vees were playing this year. 
"We're big, we're mobile, we're 
physical (when we want to be). 
Trouble is, we're not consistent. I 
think, with the size we have, and 
the ability we have, we can play 
with anybody, but we have to start 
causing them problems... 

"We usually dictate to other 
people what they're going to do, 
and then, when they try to stop 
us, we usually adjust and then 
beat them. Right now, people are 
making adjustments to us because 



we're not playing very well and 
we're not shooting very well and 
it's causing us problems. 

"Now that you've been na- 
tional champions for two of the 
last three years, and you were 
supposed to be the number one 
ranked team this year coming in, 
according to all the press releases, 
that puts a ton of pressure on you, 
and we haven't responded to that 
really well, I think. 

"I think one of the problems 
has been, right now, we have al- 
ways set the standard in women's 
basketball; we have always been 
what everyone else wants to be. 
I'm not patting myself on the shoul- 
der, that's just a fact. We play up- 
tempo, we play tough hard-nosed 
defense. We've gotten away from 
that this year. There are teams 
out there who have copied us, 
who are doing a better job at what 
we do all the time. 

"We Ve got to get back and set 
the standard, because when you 
play Laurentian basketball, you 
know what you're getting. Right 
now, Winnipeg, U of T and other 
teams are playing our basketball 
better than we are, and that can't 
happen. To me, that's the ulti- 
mate sin. I want them to emulate 
us, and not out play us in our own 
style." 

So now what is the team look- 
ing to do? "We'd like to win the 
Ontarios again; that would be our 
fourth in a row, and nobody's 
done that. And then that would 
put us back in the Nationals as 
the number- one seeded team in 
Ontario and that's our goal." 

On the road to the Nationals: 
" The final goal is important, but 
the journey is the biggest part of 
it, The journey can be straight, 
like the 401, or it can be like 69 
South: up and over and around 
the hills. That's what we do all the 
time-we take a pretty indirect 



route, but hopefully, one way or 
another, in the end we'll still be 
standing in the same spot. Be- 
cause we've struggled a bit, it may 
be sweeter than if we got it easily. 

"Part of our problem may have 
been, we always looked to win the 
national championships. That's a 
good part and a bad part, because 
sometimes you forget how you 
have to get there. We've got to do 
go one day at a time, a step at a 
time— we've had so much suc- 
cess, people start to think it just 
happens, and sometimes the play- 
ers just think it happens. It doesn't 
happen. 

"We have to work hard, as 
hard as anyone in the country, 
and we travel more than anyone 
does. You've got to have a blue- 
collar approach to basketball to 
play on this team, and if you forget 
for a minute, you pay for it." 

Now this has all sounded 
rather grim. But in the light of a 
blow-out 82-45 victory at home 
against Ottawa in the period of 
time since the interview, things 
may be coming together for the 
Lady Vees. 

Noting that we have several 
home games coming soon (on 
January 22nd and 23rd), the 
coach had a few things to say 
about playing Laurentian. "It's 
nice to get home, because it's a 
friendly area. Sometimes we put 
pressure on ourselves, and then 
we don't play good at home, but 
it's nice, it's comfortable, the 
team's good and everyone knows 
what's going on... The fans are 
great. When we get our good fans, 
our support, they're great— they're 
crazy, they're nuts, they're loud, 
they're abusive to the other team- 
it's perfect. It's exactly what we 
want. It pumps our girls up." 

You heard the man... Get out 
there and get wild!

Swords (also part of a Vees bas- 
ketball brother-sister act - his 
older sister Carolyn is a star with 
the Lady Vees) have helped the 
men attain the best balance theyVe 
had in years. 

"In past years weVe had to 
rely on a lot of scoring from Norm. 
If he wasn't shooting well we'd be 
in trouble. But now Brad, Chris 
and some of the others are scoring 
in double-figures every game and 
teams can't just key on Norm now. 
Tliey have to watch our other play- 
ers," adds Campbell. 

The solid play of the starters 
has propelled the men to a 5-0 
league record and a first place in 
the OUAA East.

Winnipeg's Ladty Wesmen, 
who defeated Laurentian three 
times last season including the 
CIAU semifinal showdown have 
been consistently ranked number 
one. 

"Sometimes kids have trou- 
ble making the transition from 
high school ball, where they domi- 
nate, to the university game. But 
Stacey has played well for us and 
is getting better each game. She 
can play inside or outside and has 
the quickness and size to intimi- 
date on defence," says Ennis. 

Brad and Stacey recall com- 
ing to Norm's games when he was 
in his first two years at Lauren- 
tian.

Before this expansion, each 
CFL team had to have a minimum 
of 47 players on the roster, and of 
those, a minimum of 20 had to be 
Canadians. Granted, with this 
rule, we are losing American NFL 
rejects in favor of guys born in 
Canada, but it is important for 
Canadians to have a presence in 
football league, even at the cost of 
slightly less than amazing play.
